If the demand for grain is the same; if itis one of 
the necessaries of life, why is the business unprofita- 
ble? A farmer is a single individual, with limited 
means. Those who transport his products to the mar- 
kets of the world are many men combined together, 
and whose united capital gives them the power to 
monopolize the business and to extort as much money 
as their conscience will allow,—which in a railroad 
official is rather elastic. 

This is all very true, so far as it goes; but it 
does not tell the whole story. While the de- 
mand for grain per capila of the population may 
be assumed to be always the same, it follaws, 
necessarily, that when the amount of grain pro- 
duced is largely in excess, the producer must 
sell the excess at a loss. He may, indeed, have 
to sell the whole at a loss. No man will pay 
more for corn than he is compelled to, and when 
there is more in the market than is needed, the 
excess must be sold for whatever it will bring, 
either for food or for fuel. 

The policy of our Government during the last 
twenty years (and men been especially to 


blame for it), has been to people the unoccupied 
lands of the West with feverish haste. Each 
additional quarter section placed under cultiva- 
tion hae added that much to the stock of grain 
produced. The pa of land to the 
Illinois Central Railroad opened up a new coun- 
try to cultivation, and transferred to the owner- 
ship of = persons and brought under culti- 
vation about two millions of acres of wild land. 
Since that time, under like grants to railroads, 
nearly the entire land of the State of Iowa has 
been disposed of, and immense tracts have been 
brought under the plow. 


Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Kansas, 
and is now being done beyond the ri River 


in Nebraska, Dakota, and Colorado. Everywhere 


there has been a frantic effort to people the 
unoccupied land and to well the 
aggregate of farm products. At this mo- 
ment there are railroad companies who 
hold 200,000,000 of acres of land, and have their

States, Canada, and Europe, inducing persons to 
settle upon this land, and,of course, to raisecorn. 
Thgre is more corn raised than can be consumed 
at home, or transported to foreign. markets by 
any existing mode of carriage. What cannot be 
consum<i or transported, must be used as fuel. 
What is true of grindstones is true of corn. 
When the supply exceeds the demand, there is 
no sale for the surplus. Corn now sells in New 
York at 67 cents, while at Gilman it is worth but 
20 cents. If all the surplus corn of the West 
could be landed in New York at a cost of 10 cents 
per bushel, the price would not remain at 67, but 
would fall to a point where supply and demand 
would find their equilibrium.

COMFORTABLE PEOPLE. 
Mr. King, a member of the British Par- 


liament, has discovered an ingenious way for de- 
termining the several degrees of prosperity 
among the people who may be classed as well- 
to-do, or comfortable in this world’s goods. He 
hae induced Parliament to give him a list of the 
assessed rental of all housesin the Kingdom, 
sounty by county, and borough by borough. It 
is not always true that a man’s condition can be 
determined on the basis of the rent he pays, for 
itis a lamentable fact that many people pay 
more rent than they can afford. But, while 
it would be impracticable to establish the indi- 
vidual prosperity of every man according to the 
rent he pay@or carries, it has been reasonably 
concluded that those people occupying houses, 
the rental value of which is assessed at 4100 6 
year or more, belong to a class who may be called 
Comfortable ,—that is, a class of people who are 
always able to pay their grocers’ and butchers’ 
bills, clothe themselves decently, and are never 
in the habit of staring hunger in the face. It is 
estimated that a house-rent at this rate implies 
an income of £800 in the city 
and £600 in the country. This income 
represents a’ family entirely comfortable 
in life, in a condition to indulge themselves in 
reasonable amusements, take their daily papers, 
educate their children, and maintain a position 
in society of greater or less pretensions. There

Colonel Higginson, in the current number of 
Soribner s Monthly, suggests a system of inter- 
collegiate scholarships as an additional incen- 
tive to study. Itis not uncommon, either in 


endow scholarships at some particular institu- 
tion of learning for graduates or 

ates by providing 4 fund, the interest of which 
shall be used for the benefit of the successful 
competitor in continuing his studies. In Har- 
vard College, for instance, the founder 
of one of these scholarships directs that 
a member shall be selected from the 
senior class, according to his attainments and 
character, and shall have a certain annual in- 
come on condition that he shall reside at Cam- 
bridge; shall faithfully devote his time to a cer- 
tain branch of studies that may be selected ; and 
shall, from time to time, give evidence of his 
progress by essays and dissertations, which 
shall be at the disposal of the college. The pur- 


ble collegiates to pursue their studies,in the 
particular branches which may be most conge- 
nial to them, further than they can do it in the 
college curriculum, and that they may thus con- 
tribute the more to science, literature, 
or some one of the professions. 

The idea of the proposed intercollegiate schol- 
arships is that the beneficiaries may not be con- 
fined to any one university, but may, after grad- 
uating, enjoy the assistance of the annual in- 
come at any college which may offer them the best 
facilities for the studies which they desire to 
pursue. Such endowments would also promote 
a healthful rivalry between the various edués- 
tional institutions of the country. Each senior 
class would have a college pride in securing for 
one of its members the distinction of such a 
scholarship, if it were to be bestowed upon a 
graduate; andthe same would be true of all 
other classes in the case of undergraduate 
scholarships.
